FUTURE PLANS 
FOR HOLY LAND 
CAUSE ANXIETY 


Jerusalem. July 7 (AP)—All avail­ 
able troops and police—about 11,200 
men in all—were massed today to 
meet any flareup of smouldering 
Arab-Jewish strife that might be 
touched off by tonight’s publication 
of the British Royal commission’s 
plan for the future of the Holy 
Land. 
Seven British regiments, about 
7,000 men. and appl?oximately 4,200 
police were held in readiness as 
Lieut.-Gen. Sir Arthur Warchope, 
British high commissioner, prepared 
what was believed would be an ap­ 
peal for calm acceptance of the re­ 
port and avoidance of racial conflict 
and bloodshed. 
The national council of Palestine 
Jews appealed for calm and quiet 
in “this fateful hour for Zionism 
and the Jewish community in Pales­ 
tine of all classes and sections." 
Sir Arthur announced he would 
broadcast a message to both Arabs 
and Jews tonight immediately be­ 
fore publication of the report. 
Pending disclosure of the Pales­ 
tine commission’s recommendations, 
it was believed the proposals called 
for division of the Holy Land into 
a Jewish state, an Araba state and 
a territory under British mandate 
from the League of Nations. 
The coincidence of the Zionist 
congress election falling on 
the 
same day as publication of the re­ 
port raised excitement to a high 
pitch among the Jewish population. 
Arrangements were made to suspend 
voting for 124 delegates to the con­ 
gress an hour before the proposals 
were disclosed.

GUFFEY ATTACKS 
SUPREME COURT 


W ashington, July 7 (AP).—S en­ 
ator Guffey (D-Pa) carried on the 
adm inistration’s battle for its Ju­ 
diciary reorganization program to­ 
day by charging th at the Supreme 
court “has been partisan, preju­ 
diced, and biased in denying work­ 
ingm en and farmers their funda­ 
m ental legal rights.” 
His bluntly-worded speech opened 
the second day's debate on the com­ 
promise court bill, calling for the 
appointm ent of one new Justice a n ­ 
nually to supplem ent those serving 
beyond the age of 75. 
Guffey said reorganization of the 
Suprem e court was necessary “to 
outlaw economic wrongs and injus­ 


tices th at have been rankling and 
festering for generations.” 
Since the President proposed his 
reorganization program five m onths 
ago, he said, the court "decided to 
yield as the safest way out’’ and re­ 
versed a number of its earlier de­ 
cisions. 
“W hen the highest tribunal in the 
J land sees fit to overthrow its own 


I decisions,” he declared, "the 
evi- 
! dence is convincing that those de­ 
cisions were Indefensible 
both 
In 
law and In common sense.” 
Before the second day of hard­ 
hitting debate began, statem ents of 
support for the substitute court bill 
gave advocates of the measure the

members for the first time.

38 senators

and Mexicans. From S anta Fe we 
went South to Albuquerque. This is 
another city m uch like 
Santa 
Fe 
but not quite so much Spanish. We 
came west tow ard the Grand C an­ 
yon. crossing the continental divide 
w ithout any effort. 
The divide in 
New Mexico is not a mountain but 
a gradual slope from the east to the 
west.

the dishes.

the doctor advised us to get him to 
the hospital at Flagstaff as soon os 
passible. 
Freddie 
and I 
got 
the 
truck ready and we went to Flag­ 
staff (90 miles) in record time. Two 
doctors examined Joe and advised 
an im m ediate operation. 
I suppose 
you know th a t I talked to Mr. Red­ 
ding by telephone before the oper­ 
ation. 
We stayed at the hospital 
until four o’clock Wednesday m orn­ 
ing. 
Joe was in good spirits and 
looked much better than he did the 
night before. 
We came back to the 
canyon and got breakfast for the 
boys. We had breakfast ready when 
they came out of the canyon. 
“We left the canyon at 2:00 p. rn. 
and reached Jacob Lake late Wed­ 
nesday evening. 
We 
crossed the 
Painted Desert and was it hot? Yes­ 
terday we were In Zion. 
I am not 
going to describe Zion because it is 
like the G rand Canyon. 
It cannot 
be done even more so. 
“Yesterday we had our first car 
trouble. We had to get a new dis 
tributor and to top that off the gas 
line clogged shortly 
after. 
This 
m orning it 
clogged 
again and in 
fixing it the boys lost 
the 
needle 
valve. 
We made one from a piece 
of a lead pencil and managed to get 
to a garage 7 miles away.

Control Bean Beetles. 
Safest and most effective control 
material is rotenone used either as a 
dust or spray, say entomologists. 
When a dust is used it should con­ 
tain % of I per cent rotenone. For 
spraying use one ounce of finely 
ground derris or cube root (con­ 
taining 4 per cent rotenone) to one 
gallon of water. 
Cover Cropping Reduces Washing 
Cover cropping may be practiced 
on a small scale to reduce washing 
in the depressions in tilled fields, 
where the water collects and forms 
gullies, according to agronomists. 
Hot Weather Causes Small Eggs 
Farm flock owners have noticed 
that smaller eggs are produced by 
the laying flock during hot weather, 
report poultry men. 
This decrease 
in egg size may amount to 15 to 20 
per cent and will affect the market 
value of the product. 
Water Turf Thoroughly 
Frequent light springs keep the 
surface soil moist but usually do not 
penetrate deeply enough so that sur­ 
face and subsoil moisture meet, say 
agronomists. This encourages roots 
of the grasses to grow in a shallow 
cone near the surface. 
When wa­ 
ter is withheld the roots cannot live 
in this zone, and, unable to strike 
more deeply because of the dry zone 
below, the turf dies. 
Strawberry Growers Carry Planting 
Over 
In considering carrying planting 
over for another crop next year it 
is well to remember th at the first 
crop taken from a planting is usu­ 
ally better than any succeeding crop, 
from the standpoint of both total 
yield and size of berry, say pomolo- 
gists.

thousands of troops to a px>int to the 
southwest in an attem pt to cut off 
government forces from Asturias 
province. 
Separation of the Asturias and 
Santander provinces would clear the 
way for insurgents to circle San­ 
tander and trap its defenders. 
In London, official spokesmen said 
they attached no “undue impor­ 
tance" to a demand from insurgent 
General Francisco Franco that he 
be accorded belligerent rights. Some 
feared the demand, threatening a 
bar to Spanish markets in the event 
of refusal, might imperil a compro­ 
mise on Spanish non-intervention.
